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CONCORDIA PROFESSORS TEACHING IN CHINA 


MONTREAL / June 14, 1988 --- Concordia University awarded an 
honorary Doctor of Laws (LL.D) degree today to electronics 
engineer Wei Yu, President of China’s Southeast University, and 
the first woman ever to receive a PhD in engineering in the 
People’s Republic of China (PRC). Wei Yu is also a member of the 
Central Committee of China’s National People’s Congress. 

Tomorrow, Dr. Wei Yu will be joined at Concordia by Huang 
Xin-bai, Senior Commissioner of China’s State Education 
Commission (the equivalent of Minister of Education), at a 
meeting to discuss details of Concordia’s expanding links to the 
PRC. 

Last year Concordia became the first university in the 
western world to establish a joint doctoral program with a 
Chinese university, Southeast University (formerly the Nanjing 
Institute of Technology), which is headed by Wei Yu. 

Two Concordia Engineering professors have just returned from 
Nanjing after giving two graduate courses to the first class of 
students in the program. Two other Concordia professors will 
travel to Nanjing for courses this fall.
